BUILD FINE PLANT 
AT CORNWELLS HTS. 


Advanced 
Aircraft, 
Inc., 
Hat One Building Now 
Under Construction 


TO HAVE 16,000 SQ. FT. 


There Are To Be Many 
Innovations in New 
Building 


You've heard of manufacturing 
plants with glass-hrlck walla—but 
here's one (hat will have even a 
glass roof' 
it's the new plant of 
Advanced Aircraft, inc . now under 
construction at Cornwells Heights, 
four miles west of Bristol. The fac­ 
tory will look like a modernistic 
greenhouse. It is to tie located along 
Htate Road near the Madsen Ma­ 
chine Co trad opposite Penn Bait 
Company. 
Plans, as released recently by 
Fred Dernier, president of the com­ 
pany. show 
that 
this plan! wilt 
Initially occupy 13,000 aq D. of floor 
simce, and will be built entirely of 
glass, either corruggtad or glxaa 
blank - even the roof, The season 
for this, as explained by Mr. Gov* 
mer, la tiiut workers on his type of 
product, doing Intricate machine- 
fool work which muat be accurate 
to one ten thousandth of an inch, 
require plenty of light. One of the 
hest ways to get it Is to let In na 
much light as possible from the out­ 
side. 


Kvery detail of (hia new plant 
was worked out in advnnct. "If you 
(don't do it at the atar!," Mr. Cermet 
explained, “you'll never do It at all. 
Once you gel a plant Into produc­ 
tion you hesitate to shut down and 
make changes. We re making them 
all ut the In-ginning. We know how. 
Part of our business during the war 
consisted of showing other people 
how to maintain
